Stanley Baldwin w’as ouestioned in 
the house of commons Tuesday in re­ 
gard to the effect of the United States 
supreme court ruling which bars ves­

The first question was specifically: 
“ In view- of the prohibition laws of 
the United States with their effect on 
British shipping and the near ap­ 
proach of June IO, what is the policy 
of the British government on this 
question, and will 
the 
government 
still adhere to the long-accepted in­ 
ternational practice under whirfi tho 
laws of its own flag govern ana reg­ 
ulate rights, duties and obligations 
aboard ship, whether on the high seas 
or within the 
jurisdiction 
of 
any 
other nation?” 
Mr. Baldwin said in reply that the 
British government did not contend 
that a ship entering the territorial 
w aters of a country was not subject 
to the jurisdiction of that country, 
hut th at as a m atter of international 
comity, such jurisdiction wras net gen­ 
erally exercised except 
to 
restrain 
acts likely to lead to disturbance of 
the public order. 
Other questioners wanted to know 
if the premier would consider the 
advisability of instructing the cap­ 
tains of British steam ers to seal their 
liquor before entering Amebean te r­ 
ritorial writers, ami submit ta search 
and capture by officials provided with 
the necessary w arrants

British ship in American w aters was 
not British territory under interna­ 
tional taw, and, therefore, exempt 
from search, and whether the British 
govern liven t intended to accept the 
American ruling in regard to this 
m atter.

* are paid in full the people of the 
United States will not have to meet 
I Liberty bonds outstandiug against 
I them through taxation. If the bay- 
! lag power of Europe is not restored 
1 the total national income of the 
I people of the United States will be 
i less than otherwise, 
lf a portion 
I of the Allied debts can be cancelled 
I in exchange for agreements which 
I will promptly place European coun­ 
tries on a sound ecbnowic basts, 
the restoration of the buying pow­ 
er of Europe will be greatly ac­ 
celerated,
